On
stopping the engime ut 12 o'elock withont draw-
ing the dre, the pressure jn (he boller was noces-
sarily dpcreased v this onse with more thian

6. From the evidence proiueed, the boiler was
very hot—so much «o, that many ol the tubos
were heated to nred heat; and this s clenrly
proven from the faet that the 2eale on the boiler

7. In the estimation ol yonr jury we cannot
but censure the managoers of said mill for here-
tofore employing incompetent nands to take
charge of their engine and boller, us wns olearly

roven in the evidence; that at different timos
hey have emploged different men enticely in-
competent, a8 Was proven on examination of
one man, who ndmitted his incompetency before
thig jury, and stated that he bhad tall chirge
from four to seven doys at one (dme, durine the
abeence of the regolar engineer,

In conclugion, we hereby submit the following
